One-Half Dr Washington West's Es- 
tate Bequeathed to Assembly of 


Southern Presbyterians 

The funeral of Dr. Washington West, a 
pioneer of St. Louis, who died suddenly 
Sunday at his home, 26 North King’s 
highway, will be held at 3 o'clock’ Wednes- 
day afternoon from the Grand Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church. Intermen will be in 
Bellefontaine cemetery. 

Dr. West's death followed a stroke of 
apoplexy Saturday. He fell at Eighth and 
Market streets while walking,’ and struck 
his head on the pavement. He was carried 
to his home, but did not rally from the at- 
tack. ‘ 

Hie was born in St. Lo@éis Sept. 8, 1830, 
when the city was little more than a vil- 
luge. Except for two years when he was 
Aan army surgeon, he spent hi sentire life 
in the citv of his birth, practicing his pro- 
fession and attending to his real estate. 

His father, Thomas H. West, came to St. 
Louis tn 1816. The son was educated in the 
public schools and graduated from McDow- 
ell Medical College in 1866. -He immediately 
entered the navy as a surgeon, and served 
two years. 

He was married in 1868 to Miss Martha 
W. Cassell. but she died soon after. 

By careful management he amassed a 
fortune, invested chiefly in real estate, 
which is valued at $250,000. With the ex- 
ception of small bequests, his will leaves 
half of this to the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church and half to 
his sister qnd nieces and nephews who live 
in Alabam 

Mrs. Virginia Ruffner of Birmingham, 
Ala., the sister, is here to attend the fu- 
neral. Mrs. Martha Sells of San Francisco 
is also a sister of the deceased. Mrs. 
Elisa Dill, 1 years old, of #81 Delmar 
boulevard, is an aunt.

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PAPACY AND TEMPORAL POWER. 

The temporal] power of the Pope, of which so much is heard, 
priginated in what is known as the “donation of Pepin” in the 
middle of the eighth century. 

Pepin. who had conquered portions of Italy, is said to have 
granted the Pope certain territory “to be held and enjoyed by 
the pontiffe of the apostolic see forever.” 

This grant has been referred back by some historians to the 
time of Constantine the Great, the first Christian emperor, but 
the whole subject is enveloped in obscurity. 

However it originated, the fact appeared in the ninth century 
that the papacy was a temporal power and exercised all the 
functions of civil authority © er the lands which came to be 
known as the States of the (= veh. 

In following centuries the *s maintained their state as 


temporal sovereigns, not wi difficulty. More than once 


political conditions. In later times Napoleon deprived Pius Vil 
of his temporal sovereignty, but after the Corsican’s over-| 
throw the nations of Europe restored him to his throne. 

When the Franco-Prussian war broke out in 1870 the Em- 
peror Napoleon Ili, who had protected the Pope from the 
united Italian kingdom, withdrew his troops*from Rome and 
the ancient city was immediately occupied by the King’s army. 
Victor Emanuel made Rome his capital and the political exist- 
ence of the papacy was dissolved. 

The Pope, however, has never acknowledged the right of 
the Italian government and churchmen hope for a restoration 
of the temporal power. They argue that temporal sovereignty, 
with territorial jurisdiction, is necessary as a guarantee against 
unwarranted interference by the political powers. In this con- 
dition the controversy has continued since 1870, neither party 
yielding anything substantial to the other.

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MR. HORNSBY ON THE GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


President Hornsby of the Council, member of the board 0! 
health, proposes a simple but apparently effective method of 
relieving the present intolerable garbage situation. 

As outlined in the Post-Dispatch Monday Mr. Hornsby shows 
that under the ordinance the board of health has the powel 
to require a report from the contractor of the number 0: 


wagons in service. 

Moreover the section quoted provides that “if the board con- 
siders the number of wagons in operation not sufficient to col- 
lect the garbage properly the board may order the contractor 
to employ additional wagons.” In case of failure to comply 
with this order “the board may employ the necessary addi- 
tional wagons to collect the garbage and deduct the cost 
from the remuneration of the contractor.” 

Mr. Hornsby promises to introduce a resolution 
board to effect this end. 

Action of this kind is peremptorily demanded by the condi- 
tions and Mr. Hornsby.and the board of health may rely upon 
the practically unanimous support of all citizens. 

The contractor has sbuffled and paltered long enough. The 
compromises accepted by the city without the shadow of au- 
thority should be set aside. The contract is plain in its terms. 
The contractor is more than extravagantly remunerated and 
he should be held strictly to the terms of his agreement.

For the international contests it was 
decided to hold all computations under 
the metric system. This necess-.tates 
changed distances in many regulation?

An effort has been made to reduce the 
changes necessary to a minimum, and 
the 220-yard dash and the 44-yard run 
have been reduced to 2 and 400 meters 
respectively.
